SUTHERLAND SPRINGS 
A week after a former Air 
Force enlisted man armed with 
an assault rifle killed 26 wor- 
shippers in a church shooting 
that is the worst of its kind in 
the state's history, a pastor 
whose teenage daughter was 
among the victims called on 
more than 700 people to choose 
love. 

“If this was a normal week- 
end, we would say that this is 
veterans weekend and we 
would look at the things that 
have been done for us, but I 
would submit to you this morn- 
ing that this past weekend our 
country was attacked, our state 
was attacked, our church was 
attacked,” Pastor Frank Pome-

Troubled Mirasol 
has new builder

Not long ago, Villa Arboles 
was a desolate street cutting 
through the ill-fated Mirasol 
Homes development. Vacant 
houses with boarded-up win- 
dows lined both sides of the 
road, casting an air of abandon- 
ment over the West Side neigh- 
borhood. 

‘That will soon change. After 
demolishing 39 shuttered hous- 
es along Villa Arboles and other 
streets in Mirasol’s Blueridge 
neighborhood, the San Antonio 
Housing Authority has begun 
building new single-family 
homes on the cleared lots. Those 
will be sold to qualified buyers 
who earn limited incomes. 

‘This is the first attempt to 
reinvent the landscape at the site 
of the troubled Mirasol housing 
development, a $48 million fed- 
erally funded project built in 
2000 to give low-income families 
a shot at becoming homeown- 
ers.

Spy agency had failed to protect itself

WASHINGTON — Jake Wil- 
liams awoke in April in a hotel 
in Orlando, Florida, where he 
was leading a training session, 
Checking Twitter, Williams, a 


cybersecurity expert, was dis- 
mayed to discover that he had 
been thrust into the middle of 
one of the worst security deba- 
cles ever to befall US. intelli- 
gence. 

Williams had written on his 
company blog about the Shadow 
Brokers, a mysterious group 
that had somehow obtained 


many of the hacking tools the 
US. used to spy on other coun- 
tries. Now the group had replied 
nan angry screed on Twitter. It 
identified him — correctly 
a former 
al Security Agency's hacking 
group, Tailored Access Opera- 
tions, a job he had not publicly 
disclosed, Then the Shadow 
Brokers astonished him by 
dropping technical details that 
made clear they knew about

highly classified hacking opera- 
tions that he had conducted. 

America’s largest and most 
secretive intelligence agency had 
been deeply infiltrated. 

“They had operational insight 
that even most of my fellow 
operators at TAO did not have,” 
Williams said. “I felt like Td 
been kicked in the gut. Whoever 
wrote this either was a well- 
placed insider or had stolen a lot 
of operational data.” 


‘The jolt to Williams from the 
Shadow Brokers’ riposte was 
part ofa much broader earth- 
quake that has shaken the NSA. 
to its core. Current and former 
agency officials say the Shadow 
Brokers disclosures, which 
began in August 2016, have been 
catastrophic for the NSA, calling 
into question its ability to pro- 
tect potent cyberweapons and 
its very value to national securi-
